The city closed the Han- 
cock Lot, which held about 
500 vehicles, in phases last 
year to make way for the 
new developments. At the 
time, city officials said the 
new garage would be ready 
to open this fall. - 

William Geary, _ the 
special counsel to Mayor 
Thomas Koch for the down- 
town redevelopment, said 
recently the garage would 
open later this year as origi- 
nally promised. The goal, 
Geary said, is to open Nova 
Residences and the garage 
at the same time. 

“The plan is to have them 
open simultaneously in the

early fall,” he stated. 

The official opening 
date, Geary added, would 
be determined later this year 
as the work on the projects 
draws to a close. 

Once finished, the garage 
will stand four stories tall 
with an underground level 
of parking. The new ga- 
rage will have 130 parking 
spaces in its basement, 78 
spaces on the ground level, 
125 spaces on the second 
floor, 131 spaces each on 
the third and fourth floors, 
and 117 spaces on the roof. 
Sixteen of the spaces will 
be handicap accessible, and 
some of the spaces will have 
charging stations for electric 
vehicles. 

About one-fourth of the 
spaces in the garage will 
be leased to O’Connell and 
LBC for use by tenants in 
their buildings; the parking

The DIF program 
allows the city to use new 
tax revenue from Quincy 
Center to make debt service 
payments. The council has 
authorized up to $121 mil- 
lion in DIF bonds already. 


The $61 million bond 
sets aside $1.4 million for 
the interim parking program 
in Quincy Center; $4.28 
million for surface and sub- 
surface improvements in the 
area of 1528-1570 Hancock 
St. and a nearby portion of 
the Hancock Lot; $10.53 
million for subsurface im- 
provements in the area of 


the Ross Lot; $9.1 million 
to acquire and demolish 
1534, 1546 and 1550 Han- 
cock St. and build a new 
roadway, known as General 
Sullivan Way, into a new 
garage on the Hancock Lot; 
$13.57 million to build a 
new roadway through the

Craig Seymour of RKG 
Associates, a consultant to 
the city, said there would be 
sufficient new’ tax revenue 
in Quincy Center to support 
the proposed bond. Between 
now and 2036, the year the 
DIF program is set to ex- 
pire, Seymour projected 
there will be $290 million 
in revenue from new growth 
in the downtown. The city 
owes $108 million in debt 
service payments for the ex- 
isting bonds over that same 
time period, meaning there 
would be $181 million in 
net revenue. 

That net revenue would 
go back to the general fund 
if it were not spent; Koch 
has suggested the city could 
start setting aside the excess 
DIF revenue in a separate 
fund as a safeguard against 
a future shortfall.

go forward,” Seymour said. 
“With our conservative ap- 
proach, we are fairly con- 
fident that that is going to 
happen,” 

Seymour also mentioned 
potential risks. They include 
a decline in the city’s bond 
rating, which would lead to 
increased interest rates, and 
an economic downtown that 
would slow. down invest- 
ments. 

Developers could also 
start to look to other com- 
munities where constniction 
would be less expensive or 
easier, Seymour said, add- 
ing, however, that “many 
firms, not only local firms, 
but now larger regional firms 
and some national firms, are 
starting to see Quincy as a 
very viable place to invest.” 

Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain,, the finance com- 
mittee’s chairman, asked 
Seymour if he could iden- 
tify those firms interested in 
Quincy. 

“That’s a big statement 
you’re making so I'd like to 
have some heft to it,” Cain 


said. 

Seymour said he could 
not identify those firms, but 
reiterated those companies 
have interest in Quincy. 

“T work for several larger 
developers in the Boston 
area and some national de- 
velopers,” he said. “Three 
or four years ago, they heard 
about Quincy, but [Quincy] 
really hadn’t hit their ra- 
dar yet. That’s beginning 
to show up on their radar 
screen. 

“One of the reasons for 
that is Boston has become 
very, very crowded and 
there is very few opportu- 
nities in the Greater Boston 
area.” 

Councillor Nina Liang 
asked Seymour what the 
best way to develop Quin- 
cy Center would be mov- 
ing forward. Seymour said 
Quincy Center needs to be a 
place where people'can live, 
work and play. 


“The vision for down- 


town Quincy is a mixed-use 


vision — not only people liv- 


ing and playing here, but 
also people working here 
as well. An important piece 
of the redevelopment is to 
get good, high quality jobs 
downtown. It needs a bal- 
ance. You can’t just have all 
jobs and no people living 
[there],” he said. 

“The overall urban plan- 


ming» goal ‘is to create the 


environment, which you’re 
doing now, that can attract 
those jobs.” ~ 

Liang asked how sustain- 
able that model would be 
moving forward. 

“Years and years ago 
it was popular to go to the 
South Shore mall, and now 
it is more popular to go to 
places like Assembly Row 
and Legacy Place. Trends 
change over time,” she said. 
“You're right...people live, 
work and play in the same 
area close to public trans- 
portation, but how long do 
you think that’s going to be 
sustainable?” 

Seymour said he believes 
the mixed-use model will 
sustain itself for years to 
come. 

“It’s a trend that’s oc- 
curring around the country 
and around the world that 
has gotten a lot of strength. 
It seems to be continuing 
to grow. Even when people 
think it’s hitting the sustain- 
able maximum, it continues 
to grow,” Seymour said. “Is 
this a long-term trend? I be- 
lieve it is. 

“I’ve always argued that 
millennials at some point 
are going to get tired of 
the city and they’re going 
to flock back to where they 
grew up in suburbia. Some 
of them might do that, but 
then there is a whole flock 
of new millennials that are 
going to take their place. 
And, us baby boomers, grew 
up in suburbia and don’t like 
driving anymore are going 


to come back.” 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey said she was con- 
cerned about the pace of de- 
velopment in Quincy. 

“We've already had $120 


‘million and you're saying 


people are flocking here. 
I don’t see the flocking 
happening,” she said, add- 
ing that the council should 
have reviewed the land 
disposition agreement with 
FoxRock before the. $61 
million bond. 

Council President. Brad 
Croall said there is a “new 
vibrancy and heart beat” in 
Quincy Center. 

“T think everyone would 
agree that change needed 
to happen in that particular 
area. It was once one of the 
thriving economic channels 
in the city and for a very 
long time it wasn’t,” he 
said. “It’s nice to see people 
coming back into downtown 
Quincy.” 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci questioned the 
part of Seymour’s formula 
related to the base. value of 
downtown properties. The 
tax revenue on a property’s 
assessed value as of 2006, 
the first year of the DIF pro- 
gram, still goes to the gen- 
eral fund, and Seymour’s 
model. accounts for 1 per- 
cent annual -growth in base 
values. Any growth above 


1 percent is set aside for the . 


DIF. 

Palmucci said the formu- 
la should: take into account 
the actual base growth seen 


around the city instead of 


using a 1 percent estimate. . 

“If you set an apprecia- 
tion rate at.a low amount, 
then everything that grows 
beyond that 1 percent: you 
can call new growth as a 
result of the investment and 
then build upon that to ex- 
pand the amount of money 
that you’re capable of bor- 
rowing under DIF,” Pal- 
mucci said. 

After Seymour spoke 
about the DIF financing, 
Rob Stevens, the city’s dep- 
uty planning director, out- 
lined how the $61 million 
would be spent and fielded 


questions ‘from councillors 


on those items. 
Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy asked about: the 


- city’s plan for ; a new garage 


in the vicinity of the Ross 
Lot; he wanted. to, know 
many vehicles it would. be 
able to accommodate. Ste- 
vens said the final -number 


would be determined dur- 


ing the design process, but it 
would hold at least 700 ve- 
hicles, the same number. as 
the new gafage set to open 
this fall on the Hancock Lot. 


Koch anticipates the state . 


paying for construction of 
the new garage, using all 
or part of the $40 million 
in Infrastructure Investment 
Incentive (I-Cubed) money 
set aside for the city in 2013. 


Stevens said the city still has 
preliminary approval for 
those funds, which will be 
released once new state tax 
revenue — primarily income 
and sales taxes — start flow- 
ing from the downtown. 
Palmucci questioned the 
decision to purchase the 
land at 100 Parkingway - 
formerly home to AJ Wright 
— for $9.25 million anda 
build a garage there. He 
suggested the garage should 
be built on the Messina Lot. 
The city took by the Mes- 
sina Lot by eminent domain 
earlier this year for $6.8 
million and plans to contin- 
ue to use it for parking for 
the next several years before 
selling it to a developer. 
“We’ve taken the Mes- 
sina Lot, we haven’t taken 
100 Parkingway, so why 
wouldn’t we build the

President Franklin D. Roosevelt died Thursday, April 
12 of a cerebral hemorrhage at his vacation home in Warm 
Springs, Georgia. 

Those called to the White House were Secretary of War 
Henry Stimpson, Secretary of the Navy James Forrestal and 
three members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff: Admirals Wil- 
liam Leahy and Ernest King and General George Marshall. 

On Capitol Hill, plans were being made for a joint ses- 
sion of Congress, at which time President Truman would 
address the House, Senate and the nation.

‘The Fine Print’ Book Review

I typically do not read 
fictional - courtroom dra 
mas. I have no idea why. It 
would be a great source of 
free books for me as my fa- 
ther enjoys these stories and 
his weekly trip to the book- 
store would keep me well 
stocked.

We are taken 
through the three week 
Swedish court procedure 
outlining the prosecution’s 
case, The prosecution un- 
folds the story through their

international bestseller due 
to the fact that the problems 
caused by classism, entitle- 
ment, racism and fear cross 
all cultural lines. There. are 
some interesting discussions 


about Swedish economics’ 


and politics; but overall. this 
story of privileged teenagers 
and the breakdown of fami- 
lies could happen anywhere. 

Maja has plenty of time 
to be introspective about 
the events. that caused her to 
be arrested during her nine 
months of incarceration pri- 
or to trial, She contemplates 
what she was once told bya 
teacher, “You are innocent 


until ‘the courts have ruled 


that you are guilty. What 
kind of weird statement is 
that? Either you’re inno- 
cent all along, or else you 
did it, right from the start.” 
And the idea she read some- 
place “the truth is what- 
ever we choose to believe.” 
“Like someone can just de- 
cide what’s true: and: what's 


false?” 

Giolito, through Maid, 
wants us to think about 
truth. To think about who 
we are and about how that 
may be different than the 
person the world may. see. 
“Fairy tales say that trolls 


‘will turn to stone if sunlight 


touches them. I think that’s 
suppose to'mean that if you 
just expose terrible things, 
make them visible, they stop 


_ being terrible.” 


Does. Maja believe. she 
is guilty? Yes. Did she pull 
the trigger? Yes, Was it jus- 
tified? You'll have to read 
the book to find out ..,. or 
maybe not. It looks like this 
novel will become a Netflix 
original, series, Be warned, 
however, this book is not 
rated PG. Teenagers with 
an endless supply. of money 
and resources and with lim- 
ited parental supervision 


_can make some bad deci- 


sions. And don’t wait for the 
series.

Many things can trigger 
an allergic reaction. Aller- 
gies occur when the immune 
system Overreacts to an oth- 
erwise harmless substance 
identified as an allergen. It 
happens when your body’s 
defenses attack things, such 
as pollen, animal dander, or 
food. 

The reaction can range 
from mild and annoying, 
such as a sneeze to sudden 
and life-threatening such as 
anaphylactic shock. In the 
US, about 30% of all adults 
and 40% of children have 
allergies. The most ben- 
éficial way to reduce allergy 
symptoms is to avoid your 
allergens. So, what could 
you be allergic to? 

Pollen 
~~ It originates from plants 
‘such as grasses, trees and 
dan trigger hay fever or 
seasonal allergies. You may 
‘sheeze and have a runny or 
* stuffy nose and itchy, wa- 
tery eyes. Most of the symp- 
toms can be treated with 
over-the-counter products, 


prescription drugs, and al- 


lergy injections. To help 
avoid symptoms, stay inside 
on windy days when pollen

dows, and run the air condi-

Do you. notice sneezing, 
coughing, red, watery eyes, 
or skin rashes every time 
a pet is nearby? Chances 
are you’re one of the many 
people who suffer from a 
pet dander allergy. Pet dan- 
der is a protein mix secreted 
in an animal’s skin and sa- 
liva, so even a hairless cat or 
a shaven dog could set off 
symptoms. Reduce your al- 
lergies by avoiding pet hair 
and dander, vacuuming fre- 
quently and Investing in an 
air filtration’system. 

Cockroaches 

These pests can cause al- 
lergic reactions like sneez- 
ing, coughing, and itchy 
eyes, nose, mouth, and 
throat. The proteins in cock- 
roach droppings, saliva, and 
appendages are allergens for 
many. And the higher the 
concentration of cockroach- 
es, the more likely people 
are to react allergically to 
them. 

Latex 

Latex is everywhere. It 
can be found in disposable 
gloves, condoms, adhesive 
bandages and eyen medical 
devices like catheters. Aller- 
gic reactions to latex can be 
serious, and although rare, 
even fatal. Additional symp- 
toms include itching, stuffy 
nose, hives, wheezing, and 
difficulty breathing. The 
more you’ve been exposed 
to latex, the more likely you 


are to develop latex aller- 
gies. 
Nickel and Gold 

If earrings make your 
earlobes itch or your brace- 
let leaves a rash around your 
wrist, you may be allergic to 
gold or nickel. You may see 
redness, rash, dry patches, 
or swelling and if untreated, 
this can progress to dark, 
leathery, cracked skin 

Red Food Coloring 

If you observe hives, 
itchy skin, wheezing, vom- 
iting, or diarrhea after eating 
red; orange, pink, or purple 
dyed foods, you may have 
a rare allergy to red food 
coloring. The cause of the 
reaction is the pregnant co- 
chineal bug, which lives on 
prickly pear cactuses from 
Arizona to South America, 
and precisely, their carmine 
pigment. While rare, aller- 
gies to red dye can be ex- 
tremely serious. 

Insect Bites and Stings 

If an insect bite or sting 
develops into swelling, nau- 
sea, itching, hives, fatigue, 
or a low-grade fever, you 
may be experiencing.a mild 
allergic reaction. Certain 
insect allergies are more 
serious. and can include ana- 
phylaxis, which produces 
symptoms like swelling of 
the face, mouth, tongue, 
throat, and other serious 
symptoms such as difficulty 
breathing and low blood

Allergy Risks in the 

Medicine Cabinet 

A number of people have 
allergic reactions to medica- 
tions spanning from mild to 
life-threatening. Although 
some mild reactions may be 
treated with antihistamines 
or steroids, most healthcare 
providers will suggest that 
you discontinue the medica- 
tion. If you’ve experienced 
severe medication allergic 
reactions, consider carry- 
ing an EpiPen and wear a 
medical bracelet to notify 
caregivers of your severe al- 
lergy. 

Cosmetic Allergies 

Have you ever been 
plagued by burning, sting- 
ing, itchy skin or hives after 
applying makeup? You may 
be among the one in four 
people who have suffered a 
skin reaction from cosmet- 
ics. These reactions aren’t 
solely limited to makeup: al- 
lergic reactions to cologne, 
perfume, or shampoo can 
have comparable results. 

Foods 

If you ever sensed your 
throat tighten or your tongue 
swell, experienced dizzi- 
ness, shortness of breath, 
or hives after eating some- 
thing, you may have had an 
allergic reaction to a food. 
Food allergies affect about 4 
percent of adults and slight-

Fragrances 

Fragrances can initiate 
headaches, sneezing, watery 
eyes, dizziness, hives, and 
rashes. Yet, most of these ~ 
reactions aren’t technically 
allergic, but rather suggest 
sensitivity to certain fra- 
grances. Of the more than 
5,000 fragrances used in ev- 
erything from perfumes and 
shampoos to paint and dish 
soap, eight have been veri- 
fied as causing allergic skin 
reactions. The remainder of 
the reactions are more ac- 
curately referred to as sen-

Three of the six School 


Committee seats will also be 
up for grabs in the fall. 

Nomination papers are 
available for those seats 
on May 7. The deadline to 
submit those papers to the 
Board of Registrars of Vot- 
ers is July 19 at 5 p.m. Cer- 
tified nomination papers, 
including a statement of 
candidacy, would then need 
to be filed with the City 
Clerk’s Office by 5 p.m. on 
Aug. 6. 

The signatures of 50 reg- 
istered voters are required 
for each office in a munici- 
pal election. Residents run- 
ning for one of the six ward 


councillor seats must obtain 
the signatures from within 
their ward. 

A preliminary election 
would be required if more 
than two candidates run 
for mayor or any one ward 
council seat, or if more than 
six ran for either councillor 
at-large or the school board. 

A drawing to determine 
the ballot position for the 
preliminary election would 
be held at 10 a.m. on Aug. 
16. The deadline for resi- 
dents to register to vote in 
the preliminary election 
would be 8 p.m. on Aug. 
21, and absentee balloting 


would end at noon the day 
before the preliminary. 

The deadline to file for a 
recount after the preliminary 
would be 5 p.m. on Sept. 16. 
That is also the deadline to 
withdraw from the election 
and the deadline for write-in 
candidates to accept a nomi- 
nation. 

The deadline to register 
to vote in the Nov. 5 general 
election is Oct. 16 at 8 p.m. 
Absentee balloting ends at 
noon on Nov. 4... 


Nov. 15 at 5 p.m. is the

itself. | This fact is frequently complicated by a barrage of 


plethora of wwell-intended, but ill-informed individuals and 
unofficial sources. (Sources sometimes referred to. as “bar- 
room barristers” or “barracks lawyers” .) 


There is no shortage of cases in this country where mis- - 


information or ignorance of entitlement has cost veterans, 
their. dependents or their survivors thousands of dollars, in 
cash and in services, over the years, in otherwise available 
but unknown benefits. The agencies which provide these 
benefits spend large amounts of money each year — in print, 
on-line and through other venues — to publish and promote 
their benefit programs to their targeted potential eligible cli- 
ents. Unfortunately, human dynamics being what they are, 
their efforts are never completely successful in reaching all 
of those clients. It is a very frustrating and disappointing 
feeling to learn that you are or have been entitled to a benefit 
which could improve your quality of life, but for which you 
have not applied. 

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, however, has 
gone the extra mile to insure that as few of the above frus- 
trations are experienced as possible. Going all the way back 
to the Plymouth Colony, this state set its own legislation in 
motion to take special care of its veterans and their depen- 
dents.

Social Security’s 
‘First Year’ Rule

Dear Rusty: I’ve been trying to determine the best 
way to proceed with retirement and could use some help. 
I'd like to retire on or about my 62nd birthday this Sep- 
tember. Waiting for “full retirement” does not motivate as 
I have income replacement through my real estate invest- 
ments. I’ll have way over any earnings limits for 2019, 
but I don’t want to have my benefits reduced. Can I apply 
as SSA suggests three months before my 62nd birthday 
without running afoul of SSA’s arcane benefit reduction 
rules? Or should I quit first then apply? Please don’t refer 
me to.my Financial Advisor or local SSA office, they just 
confuse. Signed: Anxious to Retire 

Dear Anxious; Well I’m afraid I can’t offer you any 
obscure methods to avoid Social Security’s rules and reg- 


‘ulations, but perhaps I can clarify some things which will 


help you manage the timing of your application for So- 
cial Security benefits. From what you’ve said, I assume 
you mean you plan to retire from your working career 


in September, but by that time you will have greatly ex. 


ceeded Social Security’s annual earnings limit (which i is 
$17,640 for 2019). Again, from what you’ve said, you 
wish to claim SS as soon as possible but you don’t want 
to lose any benefits because of exceeding the earnings 


limit. So,if you wish to claim SS as soon as you turn 62, . 


you’ ll be happy to know that there is a special rule which 
applies for your first year of collecting benefits before 
your full retirement age (66 4 in your case). 

That “first year rule” essentially says that if you start 
benefits in mid-year, earnings prior to the month your

Students must also de- 
cide on certain’ luxuries, 
such as vacations. 

“Do they take one trip 
a year or five?” Rothberg 
asked. “They have to make 
decisions.” 

At Quincy Credit 
Union’s “Reality Check” 
table, students roll dice that 
land on certain unexpected 
life experiences such as a 
job loss. Students also were 
shown how cutting back on 
eating lunch out, buying 
video games or going to the 
nail salon on a regular basis 
can amount to significant 
savings. 

Rothberg said the fair 
helps students become fa- 
miliar with the importance 
of financial management. 
He also said students are be- 
coming more aware of sav- 


ings options such as stocks 
and mutual funds. 

“With the basic knowl- 
edge of the definitions, they 
can plan,” he said. “Finan- 
cial literacy is not only about 
savings, but about balancing 
their budget.” 

Quincy High School stu- 
dent Joseph Camara said the 
fair gave him a valuable les- 
son about spending money. 

“I learned you have to be 
smart with your money, you 
can’t be spending it on stuff 
you don’t have money for,” 
he said.
